Then the reader would bo 
very apt to toko a second glance and 
say, "Why, the man appears to bo walk- 
ingoii tho grouud like a child oil • 
hobby horse!" 


That is just exactly what the people 


who walked on bicycles did in those 
days of 1827. Tho machines were eallec 
"velocipedes" then, and were so named 
up to and after Iho days of the civil war 
when tho American people began to 
catch on to the improvements wind 
made the velocipede a useful machine 
instead ot a mere toy. 


The velocipede of 1827 was an im 


ported idea, BO far aa the United States 
are concerned. As a matter of fac', the 
first velocipede wns made m Frauce m 
1816, just after Waterloo, when an era 
of peace that lasted forty yeara, gave a 
great impulse to industrial invention m 
Europe. 
Though the picture here represented 


that ot a fine old gentleman dressed ii 
tho costumes ol our grandfathers, am 
paddling along between the two wheels 
like a duck on the bank of a mud pond 
may well seem ludicrous lo the prescn 
generation, the probability is that the 
most elaborate modern pneumatic-tired 
bicycle will look equally absurd to tin.
